Artillery and aerial battles were 
being fought this afternoon in the 
outskirts of Madrid as insurgents 
pushed their advance closer to the 
Spani.sh capital. 

Two Fascist fighting ships were 
shot down in a sky battle over the 
eastern section of the city. One 
pilot, who bailed out with a para¬ 
chute, landed in a tree with a brok¬ 
en leg. Socialists .said he was ar. 
Italian. 

Gerirmii Pilots Die 

The crew of the other plane, re 
ported to be of German manufac¬ 
ture, burned to death after crash¬ 
ing. Government officials claimed 
the pilots were Germans. 

The city shook with the bom¬ 
bardments. centered south, ano 
west of Madrid. Streams of refu¬ 
gees from the battle areas around 
Getafe, Leganes and Alcorcon 
flowed into the heart of the capi¬ 
tal. 

Troops under Fascist General 
Jose Varela occupied a small hill 
dominating Cuatro Vientos airport, 
seven miles from the capital and 
within striking distance of the 
government radio station at Cam- 
pamento. 

Victory This Week? 

Observers at Getafe airport 
eight miles south of Madrid, re¬ 
ported columns of smoke hangini^ 
.jver the city. 

Insurgent commanders at Avila, 
whose forces were reported within 
four miles of the capital, declared 
Fascist batteries were ready to 
fire "some well-placed shells into 
the center" of Madrid. 

General Va¬ 
rela grinned and predicted: "WeTl 
end this inside the week, perhaps,’’

NEWPENALCODE 
FOR GERMANY 


BERLIN. (A*)—A drastic, sweep¬ 
ing penal code for Nazi Germany 
was disclosed to the press for the 
first time today by Minister of 
Justice Franz Guertner and other 
Nazi legal experts. 

Notable features are: 

1. The death penalty for mur¬ 
der and extortionary kidnaping. 

2. Prison sentences for “pub¬ 
licly inciting the limitation of the 
number of offspring”; cornering 
the market; making insulting re¬ 
marks about Adolf Hitler. 

3. Monetary fines or Jail sen¬ 
tences for resurrecting the pa.sts 
of persons who have since proved 
worthy citizens, cau.sing or order¬ 
ing strikes or lockouts, and dis¬ 
closing industrial secrets to for¬ 
eign countries. 

The new code is based on the 
Nazi principle that protection of 
the nation, rather than protection 
of the individual, is the paramount 
consideration in jurisprudence. 

Attempts ^t suicide will go un¬ 
punished. 

Anyone speaking contemptuous¬ 
ly of marriage or motherhood In 
public will be penalized. 

Abortion is considered a crime.

During the past two years the 
children of the 18 Mexican schools 
in Orange county have been exam¬ 
ined for tuberculosis in a survey 
made possible by tbe cooperation 
of the Orange county health de¬ 
partment and the Orange County 
Tuberculosis and Health associa¬ 
tion. Fifty-two out of a total of 
2470 children were found to have 
active tuberculosis, and 344 were 
found to have a healed childhood 
type tuberculosis.

ORANGE.—Two pptitions were 
presented city counoilmen Wednes¬ 
day evening, the first headed by 
Dian Gardner, who protested pro¬ 
posed building of restrooms in the 
Plaza. It was pointed out by 
Mayor A. C. Boice that a WPA 
project for the proposed change 
has already gone in, and nothing 
can be done to halt the project. 
The petition was tabled. 

The second petition was spon¬ 
sored by a group of 292 signers 
headed by J. H. Trickey, and asked 
repeal of the present dog tax ordi¬ 
nance and refund to dog owners 
the difference between the present 
tax, and a proposed $1 tax. City 
Clerk T. H. Elijah was instructed 
to reply that no refund could be 
legally made, and that no change 
in the dog tax could be made until 
the end of the fiscal year, July 1. 

At that time, the tax will be 
made $1 to conform to a proposed 
county-wide law, it was said. The 
pre.sent city tax is $4 for female 
dogs and $2 for male dogs. 

Permission was granted to the 
high school to use the city ball 
park for a bonfire and pep meet¬ 
ing the night of Nov. 12, the eve¬ 
ning before the Orange-Anaheim 
football game. 


ORANGE.—Repeal of an ordi¬ 
nance passed in 1918, the city 
"blue law,” was discussed at a 
meeting of the city council Wednes¬ 
day evening. Although no action 
was taken toward its repeal, sev¬ 
eral obsolete provisions were point¬ 
ed out. Looking toward the re¬ 
peal of the ordinance, a commit¬ 
tee composed of Councllmen Carl 
Carlson and Dr. J. E. Riley was 
appointed to draft suggestions for 
a new ordinance to take the place 
of the one now in force. 

The new law would probably not 
forbid athletic events in the city 
01 , Sunday, it was announced. A 
section of the law forbidding show¬ 
ing of motion pictures on Sunday 
was repealed by popular vote 
later in the same year the ordi¬ 
nance was passed, it w'as claimed 
by city officials, and the new or¬ 
dinance would also bring this ob¬ 
solete provision up to date. 

An agreement was read by City 
Attorney Gordon X. Richmond to 
sell to the city a tract of ground 
containing one and one-tenth acres 
located between South Orange and 
South Grand streets at the north 
side of the new city park. The 
owners, J. O. and Julia McClure 
will receive $1500 for the piece.

THAT DAM PROPOSITION 
(llrua l*roi{ri’SK) 

Prior to a special election be¬ 
ing called to vote approximately 
two million dollars in dam bonds, 
there .should be put out by some 
one, who knows, on ju.st what all 
the so-called water conservation 
and flood control dams will ac¬ 
tually accomplish. This should 
not be what they are expected or 
supposed to accompli.sh, but what 
will be. 

Tile two million dollars are to 
be spent in getting right-of-way 
for the various dams and acces¬ 
sories, together with what other 
expen.se.s may be nece.s.sary in pro¬ 
viding the proper set-up, prior to 
the government .spending $16,000,- 
000 PWA or WPA money to es- 
tabli.sh the dam .system. To get 
the required two million, it is nec- 
e.ssary to vote the dam bonds. 

The Progress has been told that 
it is a good idea to vote the two 
million in dam bonds, becau.se 
otherwi.se the dam subject will be 
coming before the electorate every 
year until it is voted. 

It seems that wliat taxpayers 
want to know is, prior to voting 
the dam bonds, whether or not it 
will be nece.ssary, after the dam 
bonds are voted and the dam sys¬ 
tem is constructed, to go ahead 
and contract water from the Colo¬ 
rado river in order to get a suffi¬ 
cient water supply for Orange 
county. There has been a con¬ 
siderable understanding, at least, 
that the Colorado river is the 
only source of supply eventually. 

But, it is hoped that the county 
official.s, who have seen the dam 
proposition in some form defeated 
three times at the polls, will de¬ 
termine if the dam system will 
have satl.sfactory results should it 
be provided. 


I constantly within the management 
[ of the driver in case of emergency 
is not terribly difficult. To watch 
side-roads to a.scertain if careless 
drivers are about to enter without 
.sufficient looking can be done. To 
exercise patience in order to save 
his own life would not be difficult 
if the driver kept this fact in mind. 

The pity about the increasing 
number of wrecks is that very 
often careful, considerate drivers 
are wrecked by carele.ss. reckless 
drivers. A man going around a 
curve on his own side can be killed 
by a fool who is hugging the "in¬ 
side” regardle.sH of the right of 
way, A driver well over the right 
of the road can be maimed and in¬ 
jured by a fool trying to pa.s8 an¬ 
other car on a curve or near the 
brow of a hill. 

Drivers who violate simple rules 
of safety should be arrested, re¬ 
gardless of whether there is an ac¬ 
cident or not. Drivers generally 
should practise courtesy, as most 
of them do, such as diming lights 
when approaching other cats in the 
night time. Signals indicating that 
the car is going to turn off the 
road are easy to make, and are due 
the liriver of the car following you. 
If you stop your car, get entirely 
off the pavement; if you leave two 
wheels on you make it Impossible 
for two cars meeting at that place 
to pass safely. 

The only way to decrea.se the 
heavy toll of automobile accidents 
is to make drivers generally more 
careful. Safe drivers should have 
some way in which to report care¬ 
less driving on the highway.s, so 
that by punishing the heedless 
driver an example may be made to 
deter others from endangering hu¬ 
man life. There are entirely too 
many accidents. Too many fine 
lives are being obliterated, all for 
the sake of a few minutes’ less 
time in traveling. 

Speed is not, necessarily, in itself 
dangerous. It becomes deadly when 
it coincides with some unu.sual 
event, or if some defect in the car 
or the road suddenly develops. 
Therefore, to guard against such 
unforsecn happenings a driver can¬ 
not speed too fast. Most people 
overestimate the time .saved by 
running at 60 miles an hour as 
against 46, for example. If you 
make the comparison, even on a 
comparatively long run, you’ll find 
that the time saved is not enough 
for the increased risk of accident

Heie is an old En.glish one, "Eat 
an apple going to bed; make a 
doctor beg his bread.” Tough, 
isn’t it? 

The fact is that we doctors like 
apples, too. While some folks 
cannot digest them in the raw 
slate, apples constitute one of our 
most healthful and desirable foods. 

If you are a meat-eater, the ap¬ 
ple furnishes malic acid which di¬ 
gests the fiber and prevents too 
j much residue from generous con¬ 
sumption of meat. 

Apples also contain gallic acid 
and to.gt ther lhe.se acids overcome 
some of the tendencies to skin 
eruptions, caused by no.xious clog¬ 
ging of the pores. They clear the 
I brain by the same chemistry and 
I both of these processes are what 
I the cosmetician calls “youthi- 
, fying." 

Th.'.se apple acids neutralize 
other acids already on the stom¬ 
ach and help to correct some forms 
of indigestion. Then every sys¬ 
tem. must have phosphorus to re- 
Idenish the ti.ssues of the brain 
cells and the spinal cord with its 
nmltiLiide of offshoots; also to 
maintain the entire bon.v structure 
of the body. 

The benefits of apple eating do 
not stop here. The tissue of the 
flesh of the apple makes chewing 
necessary. All the muscles re¬ 
quired in masticating solid food 
get normal exercise which stimu¬ 
lates the flow of saliva in normal 
amounts. Those who think raw 
apples do not agree with them 
-should try chewing them more 
finely or eating the scraped pulp, 
which gives all the flavor and 
tang of tree-ripened fruit.

Pork is a pleasant change after 
too much beef and too many lamb 
chops, and it is economical, too. 
One of the less used varieties is 
spareribs, always welcome, and es¬ 
pecially delicious prepared this 
way: 

Stuffed Spareribs 

Wipe 3 pounds pork rios with a 
damp cloth. Sprinkle well with 
salt and pepper. Cut each piece in 
half, spread with onion stuffing 
and roll tightly, holding in place 
with skewers. Saute on all sides in 
2 tablespoons fat, then transfer to 
a roaster. Add 3 cups boiling wa¬ 
ter and cover. Bake in a moderate 
oven about 1 hour. Here is the 
recipe for the stuffing: Mix 4 
cups moist bread crumbs, •’’.i tea¬ 
spoon salt, H teaspoon pepper, 
sage to season and 1 medium sized 
onion chopped. Add 4 teaspoons 
butter and 4 tablespoons milk. 
Toss until well mixed before 
spreading on the spareribs. 

If the family nimrod doesn’t 
bring one home for you, you can 
probably get it in your market. 
Wash the rabbit in cold water and 
cut into pieces for serving. Cover 
with tart red wine oi' mild vinegar 
and let stand 24 hours. When 
ready to cook add 1 small onion, 
sliced thin and 1 teaspooii mixed 
pickling spices and about 2 tea¬ 
spoons salt. Simmer in the wine 
or vinegar in which the meat has 
been standing. When the meat is 
tender, thicken the gravy slightly 
and top the stew with potato 
dumplings. Cover and let steam 10 
minutes or until the dumplings are 
done.

WASHINGTON. -4/P)— After the 
devastating triumph of President 
Roosevelt’s party in the congress¬ 
ional elections of 1934, many wise 
observers felt that the returns 
left the most important questions 
unanswered. The same can be said 
of the election of 1936. 

Again Mr. Roosevelt has won a 
tremendous victory. Again he has 
rallied to his support a multitu¬ 
dinous company of Americans who 
do not agree among themselves on 
many subjects, but whose philos¬ 
ophy of government and society 
spans a wide range. And again he 
has been vested with vast respon¬ 
sibilities, such as few men have 
known before him. 

The matter of first importance 
now is what Mr. Roosevelt will do 
with his responsibilities, what he 
will do with his victory. This has 
been no ordinary campaign. Its 
hatreds have amounted to some¬ 
thing far more than simple par¬ 
tisanship, its alignments have been 
inspired by something far deeper 
than the customary sham and pre¬ 
tense of politicians. It is hardly 
conceivable that such emotions 
will die just because the election 
is over. 

Lost Former Friends 

Nor is it to be supposed that 
some further repercussions of 
these schisms can be escaped with¬ 
in the wide circle of the Presi¬ 
dent's own followers. He has lost 
from the party fold some of the 
more independent—b o t h on the 
right and on the left; but he still 
has among those who more or less 
tacitly helped make up his major¬ 
ity of Tuesday, a great many who 
have hoped he will turn definitely, 
after re-election, toward one side 
or the other. 

He cannot very well turn in 
both directions. There is much to

9 .sault on Blum’s so- 
called "double budget”—a cabinet- 
approved measure calling for giant 
increases in the ordinary and ex¬ 
traordinary budgets for 1937. 

’The new budgets, which will be 
debated in the new session, would 
authorize a 1937 expenditure of 
$2,760,000,000- a boost of almost 
one-third from the $2,116,000,000 
of last year—entailing an admitted 
deficit which financial experts 
have predicted will reach between 
twenty billion and twenty-five bil¬ 
lion francs, or between $920,000,- 
000 and $1,150,000,000. 

(On armaments and national de¬ 
fense alone, the budget would 
spend a total of $743,000,000. with 
an additional $300,000,000 for pub¬ 
lic works and unemployment re¬ 
lief).

lifting. There is other evidence 
that those near him believe he has 
in mind new ventures and new 
enterprises. 

It is understandable that, dur¬ 
ing the campaign, he might not 
want to commit himself to specific 
measures. Now, however, the sit¬ 
uation is changed. Almost every 
key policy of the administration- 
taxation, tariffs, relief, the budget 
—will come up automatically for 
congre.ssional review during the 
next few months. He must take 
a position. 

His Last Term 

The simmering congressional op¬ 
position to some of the New Deal 
poIicie.s, which has been one of the 
under-surface realties of recent 
months, also will find itself now' in 
a somewhat changed position. By 
custom, Mr. Roosevelt could not 
be a candidate again in 1940. Other 
groups within the party which 
may have supported him as a mat¬ 
ter of course heretofore, may be 
expected to set out without delay 
to capture the party leadership 
which supposedly will become 
vacant four years hence. 

Thus the continuing high Demo¬ 
cratic majorities on capltol hill 
may not mean exactly what they 
appear to mean. They may not 
mean smooth sailing for Mr. 
Roosevelt. Some of the strongest 
Presidents, including Theodore 
Roosevelt and Woodrow Wikson, 
gradually lost control over con- 
gre.ss after re-election. 

The conservative wing of the 
party, as represented both plenti¬ 
fully and ably in both senate and 
hou.se, may naturally be expected 
now to as.sert itself. At the same 
time, on the left, labor leadcr.s 
and others already are making- 
plans either to capture the party 
in 1940 or help to disrapt it by 
forming one of their own. 

Heritage of Strife 

So the President, along with his 
triumph, has acquired a heritage 
of trial and possible serious strife 
both within the party, and within 
the body of American citizenship 
as a whole, If his majority is

On the Republican side, Hamilton perhaps, or Van- 
denberg, or Knox, or Hoover, or Landon will head the 
ticket. Or, is it more likely that some vigorous dark 
horse will stride to the fore and grasp the standard? 

On the Democratic side, who is there to succeed 
Franklin Roosevelt’s leadership? Will Roosevelt break 
tradition and run for a third term, such as Coolidge was 
urged to do? Or will Farley, Wallace. Hull, Ickes. Robin¬ 
son or some other make the race? 

Right now the New Deal is riding the crest of a 
phenomenal popularity wave which has continued since 
President Roosevelt swept Hopver out of office in 1932. 
For a while, especially during the last month of the cam¬ 
paign when the partisan attack on the President was in 
full blast, it was easy to imagine that he had lost some 
of his favor with the people—largely because the din of 
reactionary newspapers and the oratory of optimistic 
Republicans obscured the vision. But the vote Tuesday 
revealed the truth. 

Already, however, the G. O. P. national committee is 
mapping its plans for another comeback attempt. But 
the leaders are probably as much in the dark as we are 
as to their next candidate. 

Indeed, it would take a political wizard to prognos¬ 
ticate the 1940 nominees.

The Nebraska Experiment 

N EBRASKA’S new one-house legislature—first ever 
to be chosen in the United States—will be an inter¬ 
esting experiment for California to watch. 

Backers of the one-house plan—which was fathered 
by Senator George W. Norris, the great modernizer of 
government who sponsored the “lame-duck” amendment, 
the TVA and the law taking away from federal judges 
the power to issue anti-labor injunctions—claim it will 
end the pulley-hauling abuses of two-house legislatures 
and will do away with the tricky joint legislative com¬ 
mittees in which so much skullduggery is practiced. 

The theory behind the plan is the same which 
prompts cities to have only one council and counties to 
have only one board of supervisors instead of two. It 
also is in accord with the practice of business firms 
which have only one board of directors. 

Nebraska’s unicameral legislature will be well worth 
watching. In line with the modern trend in government, 
it may provide pointers for California when this state 
finally gets around to adopting a new constitution.

Shells were falling all around the dress¬ 
ing station and on the road leading to it. A 
number of wounded men were killed on their 
way back to it. When I got wdthin 50 yards of 
the hospital, I realized what a hell of a mess 
we were in. The wounded were lying in the 
road on litters, blankets, or on the bare ground 
to the left and right of the doorway of the cave, 
waiting. The cave itself was filled with wounded. 
The walk down there had cleared my head, and 
while I was ga.ssed, the sight of those men lying 
there, many of them grieviously wounded, made 
me decide that there was nothing at all the 
matter with me. So I went back in time to make 
the advance with the rest of my company. 


November has come again! For those of 
us who remember the horrors of war this is 
an event never to be forgotten. For those 
who are not oid enough to know what 
war is like, we offer parts of this authentic 
war diary taken from the possessions of a 
man whose name we are not permitted to 
print since war to him was not a matter of 
publicity or fame—but tragedy.

J ULY 10 to 18 “Nothing except re.st. Every¬ 
thing lo.st it.s color, after the month of June 
until relieved by .Inly 7. Thing.s .seemed unex¬ 
citing, uninteresting, not worth recording. But 
on luly 17 we were once more loaded onto 
camions to go some place else to fight. We were 
hauled for 18 hour.s. to a place northwest of 
Chateau Thierry, just .south of Soi.ssons. The 
place was calleii Crepy. The afternoon of July 
17 we marched from Crepy through the forest 
of Villers Coteret, which forest is the most 
beautiful I have ever .seen anywhere, also the 
largest. 

“We marched until dark on a congested road. 
After (lark we went single file, holding on to 
one another in order that no one would get 
lo.st. It began to rain and we got soaked 
through. The mud was slippery and the pitch 
dark of the night was made darker by occa¬ 
sional Hashes of lightning, which left us blinded. 
At 3 a. m. we were halted and ordered to sleep 
anywhere we could find. I curled up in my 
poncho under a large tree. We were all wet to 
the akin, but I slept like a log until 6 a. m., 
when I was literaily blasted awake by the 
cra.sh of artillery beginning that turned out to 
be the most tremendous barrage the Allies had 
thus far put on at any time- any place. Ap¬ 
parently it ruined German morale for the day. 
They turned tail and ran, leaving cannon arid 
ammunition behind them. Prisoners began com¬ 
ing within 30 minutes after the barrage started. 
The part of the forest the Germans had held 
was literally kindling wood. We were handi¬ 
capped by fallen trees and limbs In our pursuit 
of the Germans. Never have I seen so much 
damage done by artillery. All day this routing 
ot the Germans contlnu^.

“What made a famous war correspondent and 
soldier of fortune? I wondered until that day 
In June whether tho.se boys who were writing 
reams about attacks and hand to hand combat 
got their information up where the machine 
guns were spitting death, or if, perchance, it 
came from some staff officer behind the lines. 

'I know, now. At least one gathered his news 
from a wheat field battle line first hand. He 
went. He saw. He might have remained back 
at a battalion headquarters. That was plenty 
hot and clooe enough anywhere at Chateau 
Thierry or Belleaa Wood or Luoy le Bocage. 

•Plenty close enough for any ordinary cor¬ 
respondent—but this was no ordinary one. He 
was Floyd Gibbons.

Possible For Candidates To Win By 
Popular Vote, Lose Electoral Ballot 

By Btta May Smith 


On .lamiary 20, 19.37, the National Ship of 
State will take on its pilot for the en.snin;’; four 
.year voyage. And while the nation waits for the 
whistle to blow it will he interesting to look 
hark at some of the past pilots who have heen 
at the wheel. The first seven Presidential pilots 
of onr country were British horn subjects. How¬ 
ever, the Constitution rerjuires that "No Person 
except a natural born Citizen, or a Citizen of 
the United Stales, at the time of the Adoption 
of the Constitution, shall he eligible to the Oflicc 
of President; neither shall any Per.son be eli¬ 
gible to that Office who shall not have attained 
the Age of thirty-five Years, and t>een four¬ 
teen Years a Resident within the United States.” 


not until April 1st that the House of Re|)re.sen- 
tatives had a quorum, and the Senate not until 
some days later. Finally Congress proceeded to 
count the electoral vote for the first President 
of our Country. Charles Thomson, secretary, was 
then dispatciied as me.ssenger to deliver the 
certificate of election to George Washington. 

After eight days of tiresome travel, Thomson 
at last arrived at Mt. Vernon in the afternoon 
of April 14th, and immediately made the belated 
but important announcement to Washington 
that he had been elected the first President of 
the United States of America. 

B ut this is the Modern Age, and the major 
returns of last Tuesday's Presidential elec¬ 
tion were known in every section of the coun¬ 
try, North, South, East, and West, before 
another day dawned. 

But you must not believe everything you hear 
- nor everything .you see. Because fig\irea and 
facts sometimes lie. Last Tuesday's election 
figures may, and they may not indicate the final 
election result. Did you know that one-third of 
our Pre.sidents polled leas than half the popular 
vote? Still they were elected. Twice first news 
reports proved to be wrong. At a few elections 
defeat by the popular vote later turned into 
victory in the electoral college. 

In 1876 Samuel J. Tilden received a plurality 
of 2,52.224 popular votes. His opponent, Ruther¬ 
ford B. Hayes, the Republican "dark horse” 
candidate ran second. The Republicans contested 
the negro vote in three Southern states and an 
electoral commission was appointed. Three 
months after election, and just two days before 
Inauguration, the election was decided in favor 
of Hayes, giving him 18.5 votes and Tilden 184 
Soon again in 1888, the .same trick of reverses 
was again played on the candidates. Grover 
Cleveland polled 98,017 more popular votes than 
did his opponent Benjamin Harrison, still Cleve¬ 
land lost the election when the electoral vote 
stood. Harrison 2.33, Cleveland 168. 

So don't give up too soon. Wait a bit and 
see how the electoral college votes. For you 
know, of course, that on November 3rd the 
voters merely elected a group of electors eqtial 
in number to the total number of Representa¬ 
tives and Senators to which their state la en¬ 
titled in Congress. 

At a later date these 48 groups of presiden¬ 
tial electors will meet simultaneously In their 
respective states and at that time vote by ballot 
for President and V'ire-President, one of whom, 
at least, shall not he an inhabitant of the same 
state with themselves. At another future date 
the President of the Senate will then in the 
presence of the Senate and House of Represen¬ 
tatives o)ien and pi-operh- count the electoral 
balhits. 

B ur even after waiting all that time the 
electoral vote niav not decide the name of 


B efore the citizens of the Pacific Coast had 
finished with their voting for United States 
I’residcnt recentl.y, election returns of the East¬ 
ern states were flooding the wires and ether 
waves. 

News flash after news flash came to the West 
through the city press and home radio. Pictures 
of the winning candidates covered the news 
sheets and theater screens of every city and 
village, great and small. Within a few hours 
after voting booth doors had clo.sed, theater aud¬ 
iences viewed news reels covering the major 
events of the tiusy day. And tho.se people who 
were willing to deprive themselves of a few 
hours' sleep even heard remarks and greetings 
from famous men at distant points in the nation. 

Even before President Franklin D. Roosevelt 
and Governor Alfred M. Uandon retired for a 
bit of much needed rest they were fairly sure of 
the results of the 1936 presidential election. 
Press representatives and photographers flocked 
about their doors seeking last-minute inter¬ 
views and pictures. 

But It was not so at the time our first Presi¬ 
dent was elected to office. George Washington 
had been elected to the office of first President 
for eight days before the Secretary arrived to 
advise him of that fact. For eight days and 
nights Washington lived on quietly at Mt. 
Vernon without having to be burdened with in¬ 
terviews. 

It took so long to get tJie returns of the elec¬ 
tion in those early days, that the count was not 
completed until five weeks after the date set 
for the Inauguration. Washington, then, did not 
know he had won the election until more than 
six weeks after the date the president was to 
have been Inaugurated, 

Not that the.y forgot or neglegted to imme¬ 
diately notify Washington that this great honor 
had heen given to him, the fact is the electoral 
ballots were not counted by Congress at the 
time specified. And this in turn was due to the 
fact that Congressmen were several weeks late 
in arriving to count those Important electoral 
votes 

In this modem age, weather, transportation 
facilities or the matter of business would not be 
sufficient cause to delay the meeting of Congress 
on Its regular meeting date Rut when our 
Nation was very young, such Items as weather, 
busine.ss. and transportation did have their ef- 
fci t. Congress was to have met at the National 
headquarters in New 5'ork City early in the 
year 1789. But severe winter weather, inadequate 
transportation facilities and the meager means 
of communication of those days, directl.v ami in¬ 
directly caused Congressmen to come strolling 
leisurely in, one at a lime, for days and weeks 
after the appointed time 
Although the first presiilent was to h.'U'e 
been inaugurated March 4th, 1789, it was 


S OME states have been more succe.ssful in 
producing Presidents than have some other 
states. Virginia is the hirthstate of Washington, 
Federalist, and seven Democrats, .tefferson, 
Madi.son. Monroe, Wm. H. Harri.son, Taylor, 
Tyler, and Wil.son. Ohio has favored Republicans, 
having heen the birthplace of seven Republican 
Presidents- Grant, Hayes, Garfield, Renj. Harri¬ 
son. McKinley, Taft, and Harding, 

But men, great and small, do not alw'ays re¬ 
main in the state of their birth and so by adop¬ 
tion, .some states have produced Presidents. 
While only three Presidents were born in New 
York, by adopting four, that state has given us 
seven Presidents. Ohio lost Grant as a resident, 
hut gained Wm. H. Harrison, keeping her .score 
of 7. 

Five Presidents were born in March, and five 
in November. So far May and ,fune have heen 
unlucky as birth months of future Presidents. 
No Presidents have Ixien born in either of these 
months. 

Theodore Roosevelt was the youngest man to 
sit In the President's chair, having been Inaug¬ 
urated at the age of 43 years. Wm. H, Harri¬ 
son was inaugurated at the age of 68. and died 
just one month later. The average age of Presi¬ 
dents at the time of inauguration has been 52 
years. 

The majority of Presidents have gone In for 
higher education Twenty have attended a 
college or university, while 9 have had only 
common .school training. 

Twenty-two lawyers have heen chosen for the 
Presidency, while half the Presidents have trav¬ 
eled to the White House by the route of a 
governor's office. The majority of our chief ex¬ 
ecutives have descended from Rngli.sh, Scotch or 
Irish parentage. Parents of half the Presidents 
were farmers, four were lawyers, and four were 
clergymen. 

Although George Washington was the “Father 
of our Country.” he had no children of his own. 
Five other Presidents had no children, while 
Buchanan had not even a wife. Nevertheless, 
the other Presidents did have a total of 116 
children, 14 of whom belonged to Tyler. Just 
one child, Esther Cleveland, was bom in the 
White House. 

While several Presidents have served more 
than one term of office, onl.y eight were re¬ 
elected to succeed themselves. Grant was the 
only President who sought a third election after 
having served two full terms, Cleveland was 
elected to a second term four years after his 
first term had expired.

Pea Soup Good For Cold Nights 


A light, quickly prepared 
luncheon menu that is both 
appetizing and wholesome is 
something every busy mother 
wants to have at hand. Today’s 
menu which may be used as 
either a midday luncheon or as a 
Sunday supper - fulfills all the 
requirements and, besides, is par¬ 
ticularly adapted to the present 
season. 

Fluffy Scramblch Eggs 
Molded Cranberry Salad 
Potato Chips 
Savory Cottage Cheese 
Apple Roulettes 
Milk or Cocoa 

To make fluffy scrambled eggs, 
beat the yolks and whites of 6 
eggs separately. Cook 2 table¬ 
spoons each of minced onion and 
minced green pepper in butter 
until soft but not brown. Saute 1 
cup mushroom caps and chop. 
Add the cooked onion, pepper, 
chopped mushrooms. L cup thick 
tomato catsup and salt and pep¬ 
per to taste, to the beaten egg 
yolks. Fold in stiffly beaten whites. 
Cook over moderate heat or over 
hot water. As mixture begins to 
thicken, add 1 tablespoon chopped 
parsley. Serve with buttered toast 
points. 

The molded salad is made by 
combining chopped cranberries, 
chopped apples, celery and nuts 
and molding in lemon gelatin. 


Serve with boiled dressing. Savory 
cottage cheese is cottage cheese 
mixed with chopped chives or 
finely chopped green onions. 

For the apple roulettes, pre¬ 
pare a rich biscuit dough. Roll 
very thin, brush with melted but¬ 
ter, and sprinkle with finely pared 
apples, a few chopped seeded rais¬ 
ins, brown sugar, cinnamon and 
minced lemon peel. Roll up tightly 
as for jelly roll and cut in %-inch 
slices. Place in buttered pan and 
bake in a hot oven for 15 min¬ 
utes. Serve hot with a hot vanilla 
or lemon sauce.
